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ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 
SEPTEMBER. 


(From Ovr ASTRONOMICAL CoRRESPONDENT. ) 

THe PLANETS:—Mercury will be at his 
greatest Eastern elongation on the 2nd, but 
will not be visible to Northern observers, be- 
cause he will be far south of the Sun. This 
is always the case with the planets when 


evening stars in late summer and autumn. 
Both Sun and planets are travelling South |. 


when in that part of the Ecliptic which is in 
the Western sky in the evening at this time’ 
of year, and, as all travel from West to East, 
those which are to the east of the Sun are 
also to the south of him in Declination and re- 
main a shorter time above the horizon. The 
observer in the Southern Hemisphere will 
gain what Northern observers lose, and will 
find Mercury upusually conspicuous in bis 
evening skies. ‘He is in Inferior Conjunction 
on the 29th. 

Venus is in Superior Conjunction on the 
10th, and also invisible to the naked eye, 
though it may be possible to see her by means 
of a telescope equatorially mounted, I have 
so seen her when only 5 degrees, from the 
Bun's edge. 

Mars is also too near the Sun to be ob- 
served. 

Saturn is not much better, being very un- 
likely to be seen in the twilight.

The result was a general and | 
simultaneous strike of the city’s workers, 
whose pickets are preventing the importa- 
tion of food by rail. Fourteen trade unions 
are involved in the dispute—dockers, grain 
porters and shop assistants of every kind, 
Hitherto attempts to secure a settlement 
have been vain. 

The Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce is making another effort to bring 
the disputants together, and in the mean- 
while it is' a case of least said soonest 
mended. Nevertheless, “ acts are chiels 
that winna ding” and susceptibilities 
cannot be nourished at their expense. The 
outstanding facts about the disputes at 
Cork and elsewhere are two in number. 
One is that all industry throughout the 
Free State is being throttled by rates of 
wages. which forbid fair competition with 
the less heavily burdened industries of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 
Even if the workers in Dublin . and 
Cork succeed in maintaining the present 
rates of wages for the time. being, 
their victory must be short-lived. They 
will discover very soon that they have | 
involved capital and labour in equal ruin. 
The rea] alternatives are lower wages and 
no wages at all. The other fact is that 
the general strike, carried to extremes, is 
the most cruel and most uneconomic of all 
weapons of controversy. Its losses consume 
the fruits of victory, even where victory 
is possible; and its cruelties are inflicted 
chiefly on the poorest and most helpless 
members of the community. Discussion 
and compromise are the only sensible 
methods of settlement. We believe that 
compromise on ways and means, though 
not on the principle to which sheer 
necessity has pledged the employers, 
is still possible in all the disputes 
which have devastated Cork and are 
crippling Dublin. There is a third 
fact which Irish Labour must not 
continue to ignore. Bargains cannot 
be made apart from the existence of sanc- 
tions for their fulfilment, The present 
quarrels in the ranks of Irish Labour are 
a misfortune for everybody and especially 
for Labour itself. They are prolonging 
these disastrous disputes.

An Eatl's Diary. -- 4 
To those who find more food for philo- 
sophic entertainment in the archives of 
the past than in the transient excitements 
of the present the announcement that the 
British Museum has been asked to accept 
the manuscript diary of Arthur Annesley, 
first Earl of Anglesey, must be a matter 
of some interest. This mild-mannered 
and, on the whole, useful nobleman was 
born in Fishamble’ street, Dublin, on 
July 10th, 1614. Graduation from 
Magdalen College, Oxford, a call to 
the Bar at Lincolr’s Inn and á seat for 
Radnor in the Long Parliament all sug- 
yest a career not in the least dissimilar 
from that of noble statesmen of our own 
day. In 1658 Arthur Annesley repre- 
sented Dublin in Richard Cromwell's 
short-lived Parliament. Always a moderate, 
he played an important part after the 
Restoration in securing a lenient policy 
towards the “ rebellious subjects’’ of His 
Majesty. In August, 1660, he was rewarded 
for his various services by an appointment 
to the office of Vice-Treasurer and 
Receiver-General for Ireland—a post 
which had been held previously by his 
father. He became Viscount Valentia in| 
the same year and was created Earl of. 
Anglesey one year later. The lapse of 
another thirteen years, mostly spent in 
office, found Lord Anglesey holding the 
office of Lord Privy Seal, in which posi- 
tion he continued for nine years. His 
death, at the age of seventy-two, occurred 
in 1686. The diary of such a man must 
be of more than historical interest, and it 
may be hoped that the Trustees of the 
British Museum will share its secrets with 


the public.

A Better Way 
Morganétown, West Virginia, is a small 
place as American cities go; but it may 
claim to have led the world in the matter 
of civic politeness to the stranger within 
its gates. Morganstown, like all other 
American cities, has a traffic ordinance 
which regulates strictly the behaviour of 
motor cars within the precincts.

As tu our responsibility for their protec- 
tion, we took this upon us in 1878 by the 
Treaty of Berlin, as also by the Cyprus Con- 
vention in the same year, when Cyprus was 
handed over to Great Britain on the under- 
standing that she would superintend reforms 
in Armenia. No doubt. America’s defection 
after the war to act in concert with the 
League of Nations was a supreme misfortune 
for Europe in general and Armenia in par- 
ticular ; but her failure in this respect did not 
absolve us of our responsibility. We knew 
how to ‘‘ compel our wishes” when the oil- 
fields in Mesopotamia were at stake. The 
French could command respect as to their 
wishes as to Syria and its future; but there 
were no ‘monetary interests” connected 
with Armeuia, and it was not thought politic 
to put pressure on Kemal Pasha and his 
recruits where only the lives and possessions 
of a subject race were concerned. " 

To leave this helpless, Christian people to 
their fate will mean an indelible stain on 
Britain’s fair name. They suffered, no doubt, 
“as Christians “”—all their sufferings would 
have been ended at once by their denouncing 
Christ and accepting Mohammed ; but it must 
not be forgotten that in the recent war 
Armenians were induced to espouse the cause 
of the Entente by promises of protection -and 
independence made to them by representa- 
tives of the Allied Powers. Armenians fought 
with distinction in all the Allied armies. 
They Jost a quarter of their population and 
all their possessions because they did so. The 
promises made to them have not been kept. 

Who can think of the dragging of unfor- 
tunate Christian maidens from their simple 
homes in’towns and country villages to a life 
of enforced prostitution in the homes of these 
brutal Turks without realising in some 
measure the frightful consequences of our lack 
of ‘moral rectitude and political firmness. in 
our dealings with. the corrupt and fanatical 
sag of Turkey? “Cívilisation” has 
ailed. Monetary values have taken the place 
of moral values, and petty jealousies, etc., 
bave broken that. unity ‘of nations which 
otherwise would have commanded success. 
Cannot, however, the Christian conscience: be 
stirred to do something at once? Can any of: 
your readers suggest a concrete plan for find- 
ing a national home for these ple? We 
have done so for the Jews. We have done as 
much for the Arabs. Is’ there no scheme 
which could even now be:submitted to the 
League of Nations or the British Parliament 
to meet the terrible exigencies of this per- 
secuted race? - Funds also are urgently needed 
to save from starvation and to set on their 
ry the refugees from Asia‘ Minor.—Yours, 
etc.,

BOILING POT OF THE 
NEAR EAST. 


HOW GENERAL HARINGTON 
PREVENTED A WAR. 


Major-General’ Sir Charles Harington. the 
Irish officer who acted as the Allied Com- 
mander-in-Chief at ANNE gar oy is ex- 
pected to return to England within the next 
few weeks, He has done more than 
other man to prevent a war with Turkey. 

The evacuation of Turkey is proceeding 
quietly. The. first detachment of troops is 
not expected unti] the 5th or 6th of Septem- 
ber. This will include batteriés of the Royal 
Field Artillery and the 2nd Rifle Brigade. 
Other detachments wii! follow, until the whole 
of the 15,000 troops have returned to theif 
stations. 

Not all the troops will return to England. 
The Irish Guards and the lst Buffs are re- 
turning to Gibraltar; the 2nd Hussars and 
the 2nd East Yorks to Egypt; the 2nd Royal 
Sussex to Malta. 

STATESMAN AND SOLDIER. 

An admirer of General Harington’s Work in 
Turkey stated to an interviewer in London 
that he ¢ombined the qualities of stateman 
and soldier. 

“The situation down there,” said this 
observer, “ was one which called for the true 
self-restraint and discipline of the soldier 
raiher than of the courage which wins battles. 

‘The .pot of the Near East was always 
boiling. It was due to General Harington 
and his troops that the pot never boiled over. 
He achieved this wonderful result by reason 
of the confidence he inspired in the “Turk. 
The Turk was first surprised and then deeply 
impressed to find that Harington’s justice 
was really even-handed. It operated as 
fairly for the Turk as for the British subject. 

“This country owes him a great debt of 
gratitude. There were not wanting -in- 
fluences to push him into war.. But he 
showed that he was not the man to be 
pushed.”’ 
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LPEMALE TENNIS PLAYERS 
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MLLE LENGLEN’S OPINION, 
PARIS, Wednesday.

Season Tickets. 


Season ticket holders are greatly concerned 
at the changes which are to be made in the 
“ season ” fares. [he railway companies claim 
that the proposed revision is in the nature 
of the adoption of a stamdard scale on al! 
systems, instead of the varying rates hitherto 
employed by different lines. In the past it 
bas been the practice ip a railways to offer 
exceptionally low fares for digtricts which they 
desired to develop, and. it would appear that 
these cheap travelling facilities are now to be 
withdrawn. There are several neighbourhoods 
within a radius of thirty miles of London 
which will be affected, and most of the 
changes which have so far come under notice 
are in an upward direction.

Bacon Prices. . 

The increase in the retail price of bacon, 
which ranges up to fourpence a pound [or 
the best grades, is the result of 4 combination 
of circumstances. Normally, something like 
eighty or ninety thousand sides come here 
from Ireland each week, but recently, 
owing to the Irish dock strike, supplies have 
been small, while Canadian imports have also 
shown a falling off. Apart from the decreased 
supply from Ireland and Canada, however, 
there would, in any case, have been a slight 
rise in the retail price at this time 
owing to the abnormally low level! 
to which prices had declined when the 
supplies from Denmark rose to an unusually 
high quantity. Danish supplies, which have 
been maintained throughout the London dock 
strike at about the normal level, are expected 
to remain at about the usual shipments for the 
near future.

CORK, Wednesday Night. 
A very critical and menacing situation has 
developed in connection with the labour 
troubles in Cork. So menacing, indeed, is the 


outlook at the moment that it overshadows - 


in the public mind even the results of the 


| Parliamentary elections. 


The shortage of foodatuffs has become acute, 
and, such ie the shortage of coal, that it was 
stated in one of the principal Cork hotels 
to-day. that, unless a fresh supply of coal can 
be produred by to-morrow no food can be 
cooked. The situation in thé hotels, with the 
food shortage more keenly felt every day, is 
at least equally critical in the households of 
the city and suburbs. The entire industry of 
t'.e city is at a stand-still, and there is no 
evidence to-day of any immediate relief of the 
situation. e bread eupply of the con- 
munity is rapidly becoming exhausted. 

MISLEADING REPORT. 

Yesterday the local evening papers pub- 

lished a paragraph under the heading ‘‘ Grain 
Workers to Return to Work,” buí this morn- 
ing the Cork Bxaminer stated that the infor- 
raation ptoved to be misleading, and added: 
“ We appreciate the fact. that the work of 
the Ministry oí Industry and Commerce is 
at present of a very delicate nature, and to 
obviate the printing of any matter whith 
might have the effect of undding the work 
of the Ministry in connection with the many 
disputes at present receiving its attention, we 
are asked that we will not in future accept 
any news items as to any dispuie unless they 
are authenticated by all the parties to the 
dispute, or by the Ministry's representative at 
Cork.’’ : 
I quote the foregoing as the best evidence 
of the extreme delicacy of the situation. It is 
not my purpose at the moment to go into any 
detailed analysis of the causes which have led 
up to the ataugy crisis, ‘Pending some accom- 
modation being arrived at in the immediate 
future, the citizens are confronted by the 
gravest consequences. There are now involved 
in’ the local: labour dispute fourteen Labour 
unions, The principal unions affected are 
the Irish Union of Distributive Workers and 
Cierks, the Cork Grocers’ and Allied ‘Trades’ 
Assistants’ Association, the Building Trades’ 
Federation and the frish Transport and 
General Workers’. Union. The Cork Em- 
ployers’ Federation, Lid., has met represen- 
talives of these unions in conference on 
several occasiona during the past few months, 
at the invitation of the loca] Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce, but so far there has 
been nothing to indicate the approach of a 
settlement. 

Things have now come to the pass that 
obviously something or sombody is bound to 
give way. It is expected today that a fresh 
conference will be called by the Ministry 
before the end of the week, Only before one 
business establishment in the city was a 
strike picket in evidence to-day. All’ the 
bags drapery establishments in the city 

ave published intimations of the suspension 
of their business through the withdrawal of 
the services of their stafis, : 

THE GRAIN WORKERS. 

The Cork dockers left work on the 16th 
July last, and have not since returned to 
work, ‘The dispute in which they are in- 
volved is general, and prevails throughout all 
the ports of the Free State. No demand was

ELECTION RESULT

-. 
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The Irish delegation to the League oí 
Nations left Kingstown last night by the mail 
boat Scotia, en route for Geneva, where the 
Convention will be held early next month. 
The purpose of the delegation is to seek ad- 
mission for the Irish Free State to the League 
of Nations, pursuant to the resolutions of the 
Oireachtas. 

The delegation consisted of President Cos- 
grave, Dr. Eoin MacNeill, Minister for Edu- 
cation; Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
External Affairs; Mr. Hugh Kennedy, 
Attorney-General; the Marquis MacSwiney, 
and Mr. O. G. Esmonde. The delegation 
was accompanied by Mr. Kevin O Sheil, 
General Secretary; Mr. D. O’ Hegarty, Mr. 
G. McGann, and Colonel Joseph O'Reilly. 

lt is understood that the Attorney-General, 
the Marquis MacSwiney, and Mr. Esmonde 
have been appointed substitute delegates, and 
that Mr. O’Sheil is acting as a deputy dele- 
gate. 

The party are travelling on Insh passports. 
This is the first occasion on which Irish pass- 
ports have come into use. The document is 
like the British passport, but is printed im 
Irish, French, and English, and encased.in a 
green cover. ‘The essential difference between 
it-and passports hitherto in use is that where 
m the old passport the holder is described 
as a '' British subjeci’’ in the new document 
he is identified as a ‘‘ Citizen of the Irish 
Free State."’ 

These passports were limiied to the delega- 
tion, and will not be at the service of the 
general public for a considerable time. 

‘Mr. Cosgrave was in cheerful spirits. He was 
accompanied to the boat by Mrs. Cosgrave. 
Dr. MacNeill also had a party of friends to 
bid him farewell. 

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

Beiore the boat leit President, Cosgrave 
made a statement, in which he said— 

"The policy we have put before the country 
has perhaps beeu somewhat conservative. The 
people have appreciated the fact that we have 
not promised what we cannot perform. Our 
aim is to build slowly on such foundations 
that the future progress and prosperity of the 
country will be assured. We have been 
rather surprised by thé. support and co-opera- 
tion which have come from quarters from 
which it was not anticipated. As to the 
actual result. of the General Election we were 
never in doubt, but we have been very much 


gratified by the cordial reception that Minis- | 


ters and supporters of the Government have 
received. 

‘We are starting on this. our first journey. 
to the Continent, with feelings of good-will 
towards our sister nations and the peoples of 


all other nations, and we hope that the whole + 


world will ‘shortly rejoice in the blessings of 
peace which we-in oar country have lived to 
see fairly well established.’’ 

Dr. MacNeill, who joined the delegation 
after his election contest in Clare with Mr. 
de Valera, said that the elections up to the 
present were showing very decisive results in 
favour of. the policy .of the Government and 
the- fulfilment of the Treaty. All the mem-/ 
bers of the Ministry had been returned with 
trinmphant majorities. 

The President, Dr, MacNeill, and the 
Marquis MacSwiney are not travelling direct 
to ‘Geneva. They proceed first. to Genoa, and 
thence to Bobbio to attend the celebration of 
the thirteenth centenary of St. Columbanus, 
On the 4th September they will leave ‘Bobbio 
for Genoa ‘to. rejoin the other deMgates.

It.is understood that the 
Italian* Government has been in communica- 
tion with the British Government on the sub- 
ject, It seems probable that.the matter will 
be brought before the Conference of Ambas- 
sadors. 

SCENE OF THE CRIME. 

A telegram from Rome on Tuesday states a 
The massacre of the five members of tha 
Italian mission in Albania—namely, General 
Tallini, two officers, an interpreter, and tha 
chauffeur—has piofoundly moved the Italian 
public. e Albanian Government has con- 
veyed to Signor Mussolini its deep regret on 
learning of the tragedy. Numerous other 
messages of sympathy continue to reach the 
Premier. 

The Secretary of the Inter-Allied Military 
Commission for the Delimitation of the Greek- 
Albanian ‘Frontier has sent the following tele- 
me to the Conference of Ambassadors in 

aris :— 

““I have brought to Janina the, bodies of 
General Tallini, Major Dr.. Corti, Lieutenant 
Bonacini, the chauffeur. Farheti, and the 
interpreter, Craveri.- The crime was com- 
.mitted at 9 o clock yesterday on the Janina- 
Zuaranta road, east of the Greek frontier post 
of Kakadia, at:a place where the road crosses 
a thick forest. A féw minutes after the 
Albanian delegate who preceded the Italian 
mission had passed this spot a tree trunk was 
laid across the road, and the motor car con 
veying the Italian delegation slowed down 
and came to a stop a few. vards from the tree. 
Fire was then opened upon the car, thirty to 
forty shots. being heard from the neighbouring 
Greek post. 

“Major -Corti was killed in the 
Genera! Tallini and the others got out ana 
managed to take a few steps. The General ad- 
vanced twenty yards before falling. His body 
twas found in a ditch: alongside the road, The 
Greek Colonel. Botzari, who was a long dis- 
tance behind thé Italian motor car, came up 
when all was over and the aggressors had fled. 
Owing to difficulties of communication and 
transport I was only able to reach the scene 
of the massacre án the evening, with judicia! 
representatives and medical experts from 
Janina. . The bodies were not robbed. which 
goes to show that the crime is of a political 
character. The enquiry now proceeding has 
hitherto given no result. I have communicated 
with the French and British Commissioners,

A semi-official statement, issued in Roma 
Yesterday, says that the Italian Government 
is. convinced that the moral responsibility, 
apart from active complicity in the massacre 
of the Italian Mission in Greek territory, be- 
longs to the Greek Government. 
Government has reached this conviction aiter 
an examination of the circumstances of the 
massacre, together with information from 
various sources, and the persistent campaign 
of defamation. waged by the Greek Press 
against Italy. 

Consequently, the statement adds, the 
Chief of the Government, convinced that he 
is interpreting the indignation felt by all the

military anthority of Greece. Secondly, a 
solemn funeral is to be celebrated for the 
victims of the massacre in the Catholic 
Cathedral at Athens, in the presence of all 
members of the Government. Thirdly, honours 
are to be rendered to the Italian flag by the 
Ffellenic ftest atthe Port of the Pirzus to an 
Italian naval division which will be sent there 
expressly, the honours to be rendered by 
salvoes of 21 guns by the Hellenic ships, who 
must fly during the salvoes the Italian flag 
at their masts. Fourthly, a very strict in- 
quiry shall be made by the Greek authorities 
at the place of the massacre, in the presence 
of the Royal Military Attaché, Colonel 
Perone. This inquiry must be made within 
five days of the acceptance of the present de- 
mands. Fifthly, capital punishment is to be 
imposed on all who are foupd guilty. Sixthly. 
an indemnity of fifty million lire is to be paid 
within five days from the date of the pre- 
sentation of this Note. Seventhly, military 
honours are to be paid when the bodies ave 
being embarked at Prevesa upon an Italian 
ship. |

SIR OLIVER LODGE’S NEW 
THEORY. 


Much interest is being manifested by 
scientists in the remarkable theory advanced 


of the National Physical Labcratory on the 
ether and electrons. 

Research workers on the structure of the 
atom are agreed that the atom of each ele- 
ment is a differing arrangement of a common 
stuff. It consists of a complex nucleus sur- 
rounded by electrons. Sir Oliver Lodge’s 
theory is that it is possible that light gener- 
ates the electrons. He points out that the 
earth catches only a minute fraction of the 
solar radiation—less than a 2,000-millionth 
part in fact. What becomes of the rest? 

The electron generates light, he says. Does 
light generate an electron? : 

Sir Oliver used the term “light” in a 
general sense, including X-rays and al] other 
forms of short-wave radiation. 

“There does not seem any insuperable 
difhculty.” he says, “ about hoping that some 
future discovery will be able to generate 
matter, or at least to generate an electron, by 
aid of X-rays or other form of radiation. T 
can dimly conceive a theory of light which. 
when its advance was stopped, should 
terminate not in the irregular jostle called 
heat, but in the regular circulation or vortex 
motion that we call an electron.”’

INOUIRY COURT SITTINGS

CALCUTTA, Wednesday. 

The Court of Inquiry appointed to investi- 
gate the loss of the British India Steam Navi- 
gation Company’s steamer Okara in the Bay 
of Bengal last May concluded ite sittings 
to-day. ! 

The Legal RRemembrancer, on behalf of the 
Government, admitted that the Okara was fit 
to undertake the voyage. He expressed the 
opinion, however, that, in view of the season, 
she was overloaded, but that her load was in 
accordance with the rules. He suggested that 
the Court should make recommendations re- 
garding the broadcasting of important weather 
reports, and that the Indian summer loadline 
should be altered. 

Counsel on behalf of the British India Com- 
pany said that the master of the Okara was 
justified in putting out to sea in view of the 
weather information he had received, and 
maintained that the evidence showed that the 
Okara was in a perfectly fit condition, and 
carried the legal load, and that, therefore, 
whether she was ready to meet a cyclone was 
not a question for the owners, but that the 
system which legally allowed such a loadline 
was blameworthy. 

The findings of the Court will be submitted 
to the Government.—(Reuter. )

In 
pre-Truce days he was arrested on 
several occasions. He took office as Post- 
master General after the Treaty. He is the 
director of the Tailteann Games. 

Mr. Richard Mulcahy was Chief of Staff of 
the Irish Republican Army in the pre-Truce 
davs. During the. critical debate at Farls- 
fort terrace he told the Dail that the I.R.A. 
could not drive the British out of 
Ireland. and his frank statement was 
one of the factors which led to the 
ratification of the Treaty.

PROBLEM OF ITS DISPOSAL. 


A Commission appointed by the British 
Home Secretary and the Minister of Agricul- 
ture for Northern Ireland sat in Belfast yes- 
terday to inquire into the problem of how to 
dispose of fiax water without injuring the 
fishing industry. Mr. T. H. Maxwell, K.C, 
was the chairman. 

Most of the witnesses agreed that no change 
in the tribanals before which farmers were 
prosecuted for allowing flax water to enter 
rivers and streams was 3g Ó 

Mr. John M‘Robert, J.P., emon, said 
that in Kis opinion flax water should not be 
allowed to flow out of the dam. It should 
be kept in the dam for a time, and while 
there it would become innocuous. The rain 
would dilute the water, and when a flow did 
occur no harmful effects would occur, so far as 
fish were ao 

Dr. Ayre, Limen Research Association, 
stated that there were three ways by which 
flax water might be rendered harmless to fish. 
One was by running the water over go RE“ 
land, another was by means oí catch-pits, 
the third was by aeration. As they re ed 
the process of aeration, if the flax which was 
in the neighbourhood of a fall and allowed to 
pass over it like a cascade, a large part of the 
effluent would he purified. That was one 
form of aeration. cto did not seem to 
take place quickly enou exposure.
